To  His  Excellency,  JOHN  E.  RIOKAKDS,  Governor  of  Mon- 
tana : 

Tlie  State  Board  of  Commissioners  for  tlie  Insane,  in  com 
pliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  respectfully  submit  this 
their  Fourth  Annual  Report,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  De- 
cember 1 ,  1895. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  commencing  December 
1,  1894,  there  were  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  (296)  patients 
in  the  Asylum,  of  Avhom  two  hundred  and  forty-four  (244)  were 
males,  and  fifty-two  (52)  were  females. 

Tiie  number  admitted  since  the  first  day  of  December,  1894, 
up  to  and  including  November  30th,  1895,  was  one  hundred 
and  eleven  (111);  eighty-two  (82)  males,  and  twenty-nine  (29) 
females.  The  number  discharged,  died,  and  escaped  was  six- 
ty-eight (68),  besides  five  (5)  who  were  removed  by  their  friends 

The  whole  number  under  treatment  from  December  1,  1894, 
to  November  30, 1895,  was  four  hundred  and  seven  (407);  threc^ 
hundred  and  tAventy-six  (326)  males,  and  (4ghty-om^  (81)  fe- 
males. The  number  of  patients  under  Ireatmeiil  November 
30, 1895,  was  three  hundred  and  thirty-fonr  (334);  I  wo  Inindred 
and  seventy-four  (274)  males,  jind  sixly  ((JO)  rcniiiles. 

Of  the  whole  imujbei' iulmi I  led  since  Decemhei-  1,  1S94,  th(*re 
have  been  discharged  as  rcM-overed  .'>5.1  per  ecu  I.;  w  liih'  of  <he 
whole  number  treated  there  have  been  discluiigcd  ;is  iccov- 
ered  9.6  i^er  ceiil. 
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The  Insane  Asylnni,  which  is  located  at  Warm  Springs,  Mon- 
tana, continues  in  charge  of  Doctors  Mitchell  and  Mussigbrod 
iind(^r  their  contract  with  the  State  for  two  years  beginning 
April  6th,  1894. 

It  will  be  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  tables  which 
form  part  of  this  report,  that  the  population  of  the  Asylum 
continues  to  increase  at  even  greater  ratio  than  we  anticipated 
at  the  time  of  our  last  report,  De(*ember  1,  1894,  when  we  re- 
commended that  the  Legislature  make  an  appropriation  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1,  1895,  of  f 105,000,  the  total 
expense  of  the  Insane  Asylum  for  the  year  being  |106,217.10, 
leaving  a  deficiency  of  |1,21T.10. 

If  the  same  ratio  of  increase  continues  for  the  current  year, 
the  apijropriation  of  $110,000  asked  for,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing November  30,  1896,  will  certainly  prove  to  be  no  more 
than  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses. 

The  following  are  eight  tables  prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  from  information  received  from  the  Contractors  relat 
ing  to  patients  confined  in  the  Asylum,  and  which  set  out  facts 
as  follows:
